Qie an even most sterile Session—and 


the best friends of the Government cannot 

justly assert that the Ministry carried as 
many ameliorative measures as the country 
needed—and you find our legislators break up 
for the holidays with the eager avidity of school- 
boys. I don’t wonder at it. If the daily task 
became hard to perform in dull City offices and 
journalistie attics, well-nigh intolerable in the 
sultriest and most melting of Augusts was the 
responsible work of Ministers of State in that fear- 
fully over-heated chamber, the House of Commons.

Feeding Young Fowls. 


WILL take for my text on this 
topic the three words — grit, 
green-food, and corn. Grit is 
as necessary to fowls if they are 
to live in perfect health as are 
the other two items. I opened 
the crop of a fine cock bird that 
Isaw to my regret drop off the 
perch and die almost instantly 
the other day. He died from 
want of grit. That may seem 
strange. His crop was 

cked with whole maize, and 
e could not breakitup. Hence 
a fit of apoplexy took him and 
killed him there and then. A 
few minutes before this bird 
appeared to be in perfect. health 
and was crowing lustily:. Had 
he been fed on crushed maize, or 
had there been plenty of clean, 
sharp pieces of hard flint or granite lying about, he would 
have been alive now no doubt. For young fowls 


Grit is a Most Necessary Material. 
To make sure that they get it I always see the morning feed 
of my own fowls made up and that there is a handful of 
crushed granite thrown into it. I do the same with their 
green-food. Every morning I see that the 


Green Mustard, Lettuces, and Onions 
are brought in from the garden and are cut up and mixed 
with the morning feed. Corn may be fed to quite young 
chickens, providing it be first soaked to soften it. My plan 
is to put a large iron pot half full of dari, buckwheat, or 
wheat on the fire every evening, and to fill it to two- 
thirds full with water, and let it boil for a few minutes, 
and then be left to soak till next morning.
